m itigation until early this m orning 
and the hail which fell la te Saturday 
afternoon did no considerable dam 
age in this vicinity, and the black

the cyclone which 
created so much havoc in Wisconsin, 
was watched with anxiety by many 
Dixonites. 


H ow ever, the worst of the storm 
passed to tue west an d north of this
